An Optometrist is one who m eas­ 
ures the extent of the limits of dis­ 
tinct vision in different individuals 
and from that determines the focal 
length of a lens necessary to correct 
imperfec# sight. 
The title oculist is obtained from 
the Latin word oculus, meaning eye. 
Any physician can call himself an oc­ 
ulist. 
Optometrists are qualified to ex­ 
amine eves and prescribe glasses of 
the aid of vision, because the glasses 
being made under his personal super­ 
vision. must be duplicates of those 
used in making; measurem ents. They 
also refer cases that need medical 
attention to a physician. 
Optometry is not a part of the 
medical course because eye special­ 
ists have not at any time expressed 
a desire to collegiately qualify in op­ 
tics nor even acquire the right to 
practice modern optometry under ex­ 
isting optometry laws, which are in­ 
tended to enforce optical qualifica­ 
tion among those who are to pre­ 
scribe glasses in the future.

WISCONSIN CASE EVOKES RULING 


High Court 
Reverses De­ 
cision Rendered iii Wo­ 
man s Trial for 
Conspiracy 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.— The unit­ 
ed States supreme court has handed 
down a decision which in all likeli­ 
hood will end the use of the Mann 
w bite slave act for purposes of black­ 
mail. 
In holding Clara Holte guilty of 
conspiring to violate th at law, the 
highest tribunal of the land ruled aa 
requested by the d ep artm en t of ju s­ 
tice some weeks ago, when it asked 
th at a woman who consents to be 
transported from one state to a n o th ­ 
er for immoral purposes shall be 
held guilty of conspiracy. 
The Holte woman was taken with 
her consent from Barrington. 111., to 
Milwaukee for immoral purposes by 
Chester Landerschleger, who is now 
serving a penitentiary sentence for 
violation of the law. 
The 
United 
States attorney in the eastern federal 
district of Wisconsin had her indict­ 
ed for conspiracy. 
Wisconsin Decision Reversed 
The Wisconsin judge held, In ru l­ 
ing on a dem urrer, that a woman who 
was a victim, either willingly or u n ­ 
willing, of the traffic, which the law' 
aims to break up, cannot be held for 
conspiring to break th at law. 
The d epartm ent of justice appeal­ 
ed the case to the suprem e court, 
which Monday reversed the district 
ju d g e’s ruling and found the woman 
guilty. 
Justice Holmes rendered the de­ 
cision for the court. Justice L am ar 
wrote a dissenting 
opinion, 
with 
which Justice Day concurred. 
Ik*|»artnient of Justice Pleased 
The d epartm ent 
of 
justice was 
greatly pleased with 
the 
decision. 
Ever since tho Mann act was passed 
the departm ent has had its hands full 
of white slave cases In which the men 
were punished, although they were 
the victims of scheming tfomen. In 
fact, it hag had more of these cases 
than those in which women were the 
victims of men. 
The decision today is expected to 
have a d latin ce hearing on the case 
against Miss Jessie Cope, who recent­ 
ly' had Colonel Charles Alexander of 
Hartford, Conn., indicted at Chica­ 
go for a violation of the Mann act. 
According to Miss Cope’s own state­ 
ment of the case she knowingly and 
willingly consented to the alleged 
violations and sought redress In the 
courts only after Alexander quit her.

th a t United States senators are ju st 
plain m utts like the rest of male h u ­ 
mans, has offered a solution for the 
blind pig problem, insofar as it re­ 
lates to gentlemen from o th er states 
finding liquor 
in states 
th a t have 
gone dry. His experience In Alaska 
furnished the inspiration. 
“ For the benefit of those states,’* 
he declared, “ I would suggest they 
adopt the method of the Eskimos to 
•protect their food supplies from the 
ever-hungry m alam u te dog, which is 
to cache it upon a platform about 20 
feet above the ground. By doing this 
they would compel enterprising and 
thirsty gentlemen from other states 
to seek th eir solace in the open air 
by means of a ladder.” 
Alaska, by the way, has furnished 
Senator Lane 
with considerable a r ­ 
gum en t against liquor. 
“ In the interior 
of 
A laska,” he 
said, 
' where the tem p e ra tu re goes 
down to 70 and 80 below* zero, they 
do not allow anyone to get out upon 
a long trip and take whiskey with 
him. If a man is met on the trail 
and It is ascertained he has whiskey 
with him it is taken away from him 
and the bottles broken. They do not 
do th a t out of any feeling of kindli­ 
ness toward 
him 
particularly, 
but 
they have found, and from experi­ 
ence. th at It is necessary to do so for 
the reason th a t under the influence 
of liquor a m an on the trail 
will 
take chances that he otherwise would 
not take. If his feet or hands become 
frozen, the whole expedition is tied 
up taking care of him. So they go 
right through his pack and if he has 
whisky or alcohol they tak It away 
from him and break the bottle.” 
Other views of the Oregon senator, 
who is a physician, are not exactly 
orthodox on this same sublect. 
I do not think alcohol is a direct 
cause of a large proportion of insani­ 
ty, 
he says. “ I do not think 
that 
large tables of statistic* if carefully 
analyzed will show th a t it is the old 
alcoholic, the chronic drunk, who as 
a rule. goes insane. 
He becomed a 
hobo: he l o o n i e s a nuisance; he is 
the cause of misery to his children. 
hr m akes bls wife unhappy and is 
the cause of his children not having 
enough to eat and to wear; lie may 
become shattered physically, but 
as 
a rule 
he does not become insane. 
After he quits drinking, as a rule he 
resumes his normal 
m ental condi­ 
g n and lives along without b e a n i ­ 
ng insane. I do not think much of 
statistics which try to show that 
he 
furnishes the largc*st proportion 
of 
the inmates 
of insane asylums, for 
th e reason that my experience j5 to 
the contrary.’’

“ Piute IV”, a t!2-inile Y-bottom ow ned 
by Wm. Hand, Jr. 
One of the most interesting achievements 
of boat designers 
in re­ 
cent years, and one of the attractive exhibits at the Chicago Motor Boat 
show, the last of this month, is the ” V-bottom” hull. 
The design is such that ordinary resistance is minimized and 
with 
m oderate power much greater speed is obtainable. 
The “ V” ’ shape of the 
bow, under speed, lifts the boat to the top of the water and being fiat 
aft, the craft when in motion is held well on the surface of the w ater and 
glides over it, in much the m anner of the hydroplane. 
They have the ad­ 
ditional advantage, however, of being excellent sea boats, 
are 
sturdily 
built and their weight does not m ake so much difference in the speed at­ 
tained as is the case with the “ hydro.” 
A boat of this type which will he exhibited at Chicago is the “ Piute 
IV’,” owned by William Hand, Jr., who has been instrum ental in perfect­ 
ing the V-bottom type of hull.
